In this particular only was the 191 2- 19 13 Oracle in- 
ferior to its predecessors. However, the March issue was probably hrger 
than any previously put out.

HIS June when we leave our studies behind us for the summer,

^ ^ be, and the robe of dignity (not much worn) for the Seniors 

of 1914, we leave also behind us the old North High. Foi the last time we 
l(K)k upon its ivy-covered walls, its doors, its windows, its every feature. In 
the future these wm'11 be but a part and a small part of the new North High. 

It may be small, its rooms may be old, its aspect to a stranger's eye perhaps 
not inviting, but it is the North High that we have dwelt in, it is the North 
High that we love. The class of 191 3 holds in loving memory the school 
building that has held it from Freshman days to graduation. A few pages 
it would devote to familiar scenes, for old times' sake against the day when 
old North High shall have yielded place to a new school, greater in size but 
not, we trust, more fortunate in the afTection of its sons. 



The assembly room will always remain as a grateful remembrance in the 
mind of every North High student. I'his is the place where plans have been 
laid and spirit invigorated for the defeat of football rivals. Here we have 
sat, two in a seat, and listened in spite of our discomfort to the advice of rep- 
resentatives of the great classes of '04, '08, and '11. Here too, was the stage 
and a pit of a theatre on two or more nights a year, where we have often 
listened to and approved from seats on window ledge or fire escape, athletic or 
Senior play. Nor can we forget the study period with its forbidden traffic 
in notes and candy, nor the afternoons when the windows shook with the 
rehearsal of glee club or players' troupe. 

The assembly room u ill soon be an assembly room no longer, but it has 
served its purpose. To it, all honor is due. For ht*re by right of athletic, dra- 
matic and social assembly is the birthplace and the home of the spirit of North 
High. 



Principal Grundy dubbed it the *'Romeo and Juliet balcony." The external 
appearance of the drawing room may justify that remark but it is certain that 
the activities engaged in there can not be compared with the goings-on in 
Shakespeare's Italian balcony. Nothing like that when Miss Connor is in 
control of the department and Mr. Grundy's office is immediately below it. 

This balcony has been the scene of attempts to record permanently with 
paper and pencil or brush, the fleeting beauty of a flower or a change in a 
more extensive field of nature. For this end some thirty girls and perhaps a 
boy or two have toiled this year. If they have learned to appreciate beauty 
in striving to reproduce it, the balcony will not have been built in vain.

Here, too, rhcv ]c:\rn h\ ns^ociation with the tracher and 
other classes, school loyalty. 

This is the training; jjround of future Seniors. "As the twig is bent, so is 
the tree inclined." The class of 191^^, the first j^raduating class who served 
as Freshmen under Miss Fischer, is a witness to the value of a good early 
education.

Those of us who wear the little j^old pin of 191^^ on our coats are anythinjj 
but jjlad that after this sprinjj for us there will be no more expectant waitinji 
about the tennis court, that for us, ''Avery" will not be *'cominjx out" again. 



The cubby-hole known as the ''office" is the distributing center for carpet 
lectures, stationery and red tape. It is a wond?r that the plan of the place 
has not been patented and put on the market as an ideal combination room. 
As principal's office, registrar's office, book and stationery store, public tele- 
phone booth, conference room, star chamber and h-i-adquarters of the Chief In- 
quisitor, this room has proved itself as many sided as any Jim lliorpe.

Can it b» 
that those who have gone before have left in this room some reminiscent 
breath of their own loyalty which shall keep their successors true to the high- 
est traditions of North High?

UST twenty-five years a^o North Hi^h came into existence in 
the old Forest Home huilclin^ and in i8^)^ ir u mnvcd to 
its present abode. 

In the spring; of 1903, it made its famous stand and toujrht 
memorable battles which settled for a decade, at least, its con- 
tinued rank as a W\0\ school. These stirring incidents are yet fresh in the 
minds of many North I)es Moines residents and need not be described here. 
The remarkable and patriotic fireworks of those eventful days were touched 
of? durinji the regime of Principal W. E. D. Rummell. l^he ghosts of those 
spectacular pyrotechnics are said to be still sendinj thw \hmuvj: streamers 
above the distant horizon. 

Just ten years later, the winter and spring of 191 3, a dynamic campaign 
for a $i50,(xx:) addition was inaugurated and carried out to a successful 
climax. The campaign was given its first start on November 5, 191 2, when 
Principal J. C. Grundy called the now historic assembly and addressed the 
school. "It is an unusual thing for me to call an assembly at this hour," (the 
end of the first period), said Mr. Grundy, "I am not crazy, but just mad!" 
This assembly and this remark were prompted by an elaborate article, pub- 
lished in the Register and Leader, that morning, clothed in flaming headlines, 
setting forth that West High was asking for an addition and that its students 
were out with petitions to that effect. Other speeches were made by F. E. 
Goodell, Misses Moulton and Baldwin, substantiating the contention that 
it was North High's turn for improvements. 

The other faculty members and the student body received this idea enthus- 
iastically, and on March 19, 1913. a mass meeting was called to consider 
ways and mens of procedure. 

Later the Alumni turned out in force and lent their strength to the move- 
ment. The North Des Moines Committee, with Nelson Royal as its chair- 
mand, and E. H. Hunter, Sr., as its chief dynamo, proceeded forthwith to 
do business. Petitions were printed and some thirty boys and girls pene- 
trated the business and residential ramifications of the entire city, circulating 
petitions for a $150,000 bond issue. Within a few days four thousand signa- 
tures were secured and before the petitions were handed over to the board 
of education, two thousand more were easily obtained. 




The election date was set for February 5, 191 3. Before that date, how- 
ever, a number of mass meetings and assemblies were held; North High 
faculty members addressed citizens' meetings, called by the Commercial Chib 
to meet in the several school buildings; a spt-cial East High assembly was 
convened by Miss (loodrell and addressed by Dean Cloyd of Des Moines 
College, and by Mr. (irundy; a booster edition of the Oracle was issued, all 
of which tended to raise the enthusiasm of rlic patrons and that of the 
student body to a fever heat. 

All day, on the 5th, boys watched action at the polls and fairly showered 
each passerby with cards setting forth the virtue of their cause; all day girls 
bravely and patiently sat at the phones, urging citizens to get out and vote, 
vvhile others with automobiles, sped hither and thither responding to calls, 
picking up stray pedestrians, sewing society members, and club women, and 
whirling them with lightning speed to their respective precincts to cast ballots 
for old North High. 

After the polls had been closed a cloud of suspense overhung the weary 
watchers, till about midnight when the first authentic news was flashed over 
the wires, proclaiming to all that North High had won a signal victory. 
Needless to say that next morning happy faces, cheerful smiles and twinkling 
eyes told the story of what had happened the day before. A jubilee assembly 
was held, closing with a triumphal march through the rooms and corridors 
of the building as a crowning climax to the celebration. There was, indeed, 
reason to celebrate, for North High had won a victory, the si-n'ficMncc <.t' 
which, the outgrowth of years alone can measure. 

Another year will see the culmination of this remarkable viciory trans- 
formed into a magnificent building, contributing its usefulness to the present 
generation and standing forth as a wholesome inspiration to the generation

For various good reasons we take pleasure 
in reviewing the football season of 191 2. 

Never in the history of North High has the 
loyal support of student body, alumni, and fac- 
ulty been so evident as in the past season. Ev- 
ery one voiced the words, "I'he Champions of 
1 91 2," and although we did not gain the cham- 
pionship, it was certainly a championship sea- 
son. 

Although the first game of the season ended 
o to (), It was ot stellar character, and it was plainly seen that our boys 
were playing a far more consistent and steady game than our rivals, and con- 
sequently we considered it our first victory. 

The team then took its accustomed trip to Indianola, where it won its first 
decisive victory by a score of 13 to 2. The game itself was played in a field of 
mud, so a final line on the team was not procured, although it was plainly seen 
that North High had some genuine material. 

The following week found our men on the Des Moines college field, fight- 
ing their old-time rivals of Marshal Itown, and takuig a terrible revenge on 
them for the preceding season, by a score of 2b to 3. The work of Blount 
and Knowlton in the back field, Schiltz, Lowe, Easton and Ellingson in the 
line, was the feature of our attack. 

The next week our men met the Iowa Falls team at the stadium. When 
the referee blew the final whistle, the mud-bespattered score-board showed 27 
to 9 in our favor. 

The Knoxville game closed the string of early victories, for as if in re- 
venge for its team's defeat, the town took vengeance on our players. Knox- 
ville air or Knoxville water put most of our men on the sick list, and the 
West High game found the team out of condition, but not out of North High 
spirit. 

After this game the team seemed to ''go stale." The Perry game was 
played with several substitutes, and team-work as well as spirit was lackir^. 
20 to 7 was the score, with the 7 belonging to N. H. S. 

Following the East High game we met defeat at Grinnell. It seemed as 
if the strain of the East game had weakened the team, and therefore Grinnell 
was able to make constant gains through our line. 

North High came out victorious in her last game with Fort Dodge by a 
comfortable score of 14 to o. McCauley was sent ()\("r for both touchdowns, 
although consistent ball was played the whole time. 

Altogether the season was a very satisfactory one, not especially as to the 
games won, but as to the fighting spirit shown by our players, no matter 
whether victorious or defeated. 





N October 25tli, in spite of the fact that they fouj^ht like 
Trojans to the very last ditch, North Hi^h was defeated 
by their old rivals of the "Maize and Blue" with a score of 
40 to 13. This was the fiercest j^ame of the season, and West 
did not have a "walk-away," as the score mi^ht suj^^est. 



North Hijih was the first school to cross West's ^oal this season, and it 
was crossed twice in the first half in a hurricane fashion. In the second 
half, however, the better physical condition of the West Hi^h team be^an 
to show up, and they were able to add three more touchdowns to their score. 
It was a ^reat jzame, nevertheless, as was shown by the enthusiatic cheering 
on both sides of the stadium.

\v:re re;zistered by the Eiist team in the first half, while a well-executed 
pass from Bl( unt to EUin^son netted our six points. In the second half 
but one touchdown was m,ide by East, and that ajrain by a costly North 
Hi^h fumble. When the final whistle blew, the score stood 33 to 6 in 
East's favor.
